To the Town of Flatstow :— 

In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes of 
the State of New Hampshire, the undersigned, selectmen of 
said town, hereby make report of their financial transactions for 
the fiscal year ending Feb. 15th, 1904, and of the financial con- 
dition of the town at the close of said year. 

In connection therewith they beg to call attention to the fol- 
lowing matters of special interest to our citizens, aside from the 
facts shown by the financial statements. 

Through the generosity of Mr. Arthur G. Pollard, the public 
park at the Centre has been regraded, planted to grass and 
shrubbery, conveniently pathed and sidewalked, and otherwise 
permanently improved and beautified. He has also extended the 
lawns, and placed shrubbery around the town hall; and parked 
the Great Elm. In recognition of these, and former benefac- 
tions he has made our town, your selectmen duly adopted appro- 
priate resolutions of appreciation and thanks, which have been 
spread upon our records and a copy presented to our benefactor. 

In addition, the park he has thus adorned has been named in 
his honor, ‘* Pollard Square.” 

We are pleased, also, to report that we have finally succeeded 
in obtaining from the Haverhill, Plaistow & Newton Street Rail- 
way Co. the fulfillment of substantially all the requirements of 
the town, based upon the conditions and agreements made in the 
location and license granted the company by the town three years 
ago. 

After laboring diligently but fruitlessly with the company for 
more than a year to keep its agreement, in May last we gave the 
matter into the hands of Frank C. Smith, Esq., for such legal 
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action as would secure to the town its full rights in the matter. 
The result of the proceedings instituted by the attorney was that 
in July the officials of the company yielded to every requirement 
insisted upon, and promptly thereafter began work in accordance 
with the understanding then had. 

The principal features of the work thus done by the company 
are the following: Driveways and walkways crossing the tracks 
from private property have been rebuilt with larger culverts and 
broader space. It is understood that these were to be constructed 
‘¢to the satisfaction of the abutters.” Accordingly any com- 
plaint concerning such work, if made to the selectmen, will be 
duly attended to. The switch bed at the car barn has been 
planked; the sidewalk along the Wm. H. Hill’s property, where 
the filling-in was done, has been properly supported by a stone 
wall and a guard rail run along the embankment; the planking 
of the rails opposite the entrance to the cemetery has been ex- 
tended, and the gutter and outer edge of the sidewalk at the ceme- 
tery have been stone paved and faced; the stump in the walk- 
way at John Badger’s has been removed, and the sidewalk there 
rebuilt; the wall supporting the roadway at the bridge near the 
school-house has been overhauled and improved, the drainage 
there perfected and the driveways to the brook for watering pur- 
poses have been cleared and defined. The track-bed at Brad- 
ley’s Corner has been paved with stone, the road-bed has been 
wholly regraded, gutters along the whole line have been cleared 
and graded for proper drainage, and larger culverts and tiles 
placed therein where required to carry water from the highways. 

The complained of conditions at Davis Corner, whereby sur- 
face water is now diverted on to certain neighboring property is 
the only feature now remaining to be corrected. Satisfactory 
assurances have been made that this shall be given proper atten- 
tion as soon as the spring season makes work there possible, and 
we have reason to believe that this will be promptly done. _ 

We may add that negotiations are now pending with the Rock- 
ingham County Light & Power Co. concerning their location in 
the town, and especially with reference to the poles placed by it 
along Sweet Hill avenue last fall. A wholly satisfactory adjust- 
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ment of this, it is believed, will be accomplished in the early 
future. 

In December last we were, for the first time, notified that the 
highway abutting the ‘* North Parish Cemetery ” on the easterly 
side, had been excavated by Mr. James C. Merrill, and complaint 
then made to us of its condition. Examination showed that a 
hole some 128 feet long, 32 feet wide at the broadest point, and 
about 13 feet wide at the narrowest, and from four to ro feet 
deep, had been dug squarely in the center of the highway. The 
gravel taken therefrom had been sold. Interviews with Mr. Mer- 
rill upon the matter proving unavailing, we were compelled to 
authorize Mr. Smith to proceed to legal action. This was done, 
with the result that, after seeking legal counsel, Mr. Merrill 
yielded his claims in the premises, paid all the costs to date, and 
gave a bond with two good sureties that he would, at his own ex-: 
pense, but under the direction, supervision, and to the satisfac- 
tion of the selectmen of this town, fill said excavation and regrade 
the road at that point andthe abutting embankments. Said work 
to be done not later than the first of next May. 

The bond_also provides that in the meantime he shall provide 
a private road through his land, and circuiting said excavation, 
which road shall be for public travel for the time stated, without 
claim for recompense on his part; that any additional expense 
to the town in connection with said matter shall be paid by him, 
and also recognizes and admits that said highway is a public one, 
and under the legal control of the town. 

The case of William H. Hills vs. Town of Plaistow has been 
decided and settled. The amount awarded him by the court, and 
the sum paid, is given in the disbursements hereinafter set forth.

PLAISTOW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Public Library respectfully present their 
report for the year ending February 15, 1904. 

The Librarian’s report is as follows: 

Fifty-three new cards have been issued, making a total of four 
hundred and ninety-two. The number of books issued during 
the year has been 2,196, classified as follows: 

Fine Arts, 8; Biography, 58; Poetry, 3; Fiction, 1,938; His- 
tory, 67; Literature, 20; Miscellaneous, 1; Natural Science, 10; 
Religion, 3; Sociology, 17; Reference, 1, 

Two hundred and eighteen new volumes have been added, 
making a total of 1,383. 

A number of books have been given by thoughtful friends; 
the donors have been Mrs. Franklin Burnham, Fred Gardner, 
Dana J. Flanders, Warren Flanders, Albert Pillsbury, Harper 
Bros., Mrs. E. A. Merriman, and The Library Bureau. 

The Farmers Club gave to the Library one hundred and eight 
dollars and forty-five cents, and appointed Mr. John Bradley, 
Mr. John H. Noyes, and Mrs. Eldridge Lloyd to confer with 
the Trustees in the matter of selecting the books to be purchased 
with the money. 

The Library has too deeply felt needs. One is for catalogues 
which are much needed. 

To quote from the Library report of an adjoining town, ‘‘For 
the convenience of its patrons a public library needs an up-to- 
date catalogue every five years.” 
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Our Library has been established six years. We have had the 
list of new books added each year, as given in the town report, 
and as a matter of convenience for those taking books very much 
desire some complete catalogue. 

The other need is of funds to enable us to open the Library at 
least two days in the week, instead of one, as is being done at 
present. We hope in the near“future to be able to supply both 
these wants. 

To the Farmers Club and the individvals who have kindly re- 
membered the Library during the year the Trustees, in behalf of 
the Town, extend grateful acknowledgment.

OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 





In making up our report for the year there seems to be very 
little requiring special mention. 

The six schools in the town have all been in session the usual 
thirty-six weeks. | 

We have been especially fortunate in securing good teachers, 
the three engaged during the year having received their training 
at the Normal Schools at Salem and Lowell, Mass. 

It is due to our favorable location only that we are able to re- 
tain successful teachers for more than one or two terms. We 
believe that our entire force could go elsewhere and receive larger 
salaries than we are able to pay, but being residents of this im- 
mediate vicinity they are willing to remain with us, traveling to. 
and from their work by electric cars. 

At the close of the school year last June a new feature was in- 
stituted in the Pollard Grammar School, those having completed 
the course of study were regularly graduated receiving diplomas 
from the School Board. 

The exercises were held in the school-room and were attended 
by a large number of the parents and friends of the pupils. We 
are pleased to encourage a movement of this kind, believing it to. 
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be an incentive to faithfulness and diligence on the part of the 
pupils. In our opinion the same should be continued annually, 
and the public exercises should hereafter be held in the Town 
Hall, that there may be less crowding and that more of our citi- 
zens may have the privilege of attending. 

There has been much irregularity in the attendance of some of 
the pupils during the year. Children have been allowed to re- 
main out of school for several weeks in succession without an 
apparent reason for their so doing. 

We desire to call attention to Chapter 93, Section 14, of the 
School Laws of New Hampshire. Every person having the 
custody and control of a child between the ages of eight and 
fourteen years, or of a child under the age of sixteen years, who 
cannot read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in the 
English language, residing in a school district in which a public 
school is annually taught, shall cause such child to attend the 
public school all the time such school is in session, unless the 
child shall be excused by the school board of the district because 
his physical or mental condition is such as to prevent his attend- 
ance at school for the period required, or because he was in- 
structed in the English language in a private school approved by 
the school board for a number of weeks equal to that in which 
the public school was in session, in the common English 
branches, or, having acquired these branches, in other more 
advanced studies. Any person who does not comply with the 
requirements of this section shall be fined ten dollars for the first 
offence and twenty dollars for every subsequent offence, for the 
use of the district. 

Parents who are careless in this regard not only violate the law 
and subject themselves to fine, but also deprive their children of 
those privileges which, more than any other, contribute to their 
success in life. 

At the last school meeting it was voted to insure the school 
buildings, and the amount of twenty-five dollars was raised and 
appropriated for that purpose. 

Following out those instructions, the buildings and contents 
were insured for one year, as follows, the rate being 1 per cent. :

It will be seen by the Financial Statement that the amount 
paid for insurance was $21.60, leaving an unexpended balance 
of $3.40. This is due to the fact that when the policies were 
ordered it was understood that the rate would be 1 1-4 per cent., 
and we arranged the amounts on that basis. When the policies 
were received it was found thata 1 per cent. rate had been given. 

When the insurance was placed last summer, the company 
offered three-years policies at only twice the one year rate, and, 
therefore, if the insurance is continued, we would recommend 
the three-year policies, and that fifty dollars be raised and 
appropriated therefor. 

No extensive repairs have been made on the school buildings 
for several years. Something should be done at the South Dis- 
trict this year. Part of the foundation needs relaying, the old 
windows should be replaced with new ones, and the clapboards 
should be repaired and painted. | 

At Westville a new out-building should be erected and the old 
broken down fence replaced. - The estimated cost of needed re- 
‘pairs is $150, and we would respectfully ask that that amount 
be raised and appropriated, to be expended under the direction 
of the School Board. For maintaining the schools we would 
respectfully ask for the same appropriations as last year, eight 
hundred dollars, in addition to the amount required by law for 
regular school expenses, and one hundred and fifty dollars for 
books and supplies.
